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TTC's 23th session narrative progress report 
April 5, 1993 - June 16, 1993 



TTC has so far organized 23 courses for more than 900 teachers of 
primary schools either belong to the CAR or from inside 
Afghanistan since starting its activities as teaches training 
center in 1984. The main objectives of all the above courses were 
to update the knowledge of the teachers in their subject areas, to 
expose them to the latest * trends in the teaching practice, to 
enable the key personnel to undertake the teaching 
responsibilities in their schools despite existing many kinds of 
hindrances and finally to raise the standard of education in their 
schools.

After the end of 22nd session it was decided that the trainees of 
23rd session of TTC should come from inside Afghanistan of the 
following provinces. 

If 

1. From Nangarhar province 15 untrained primary school 
teachers. 

2. From Laghman province 10 untrained primary school teachers. 

3. From Kunar province 10 untrained primary school teachers. 

Based upon the said decision separate letters were extended to the 
directors of education of tU? abpve mentioned provinces on { May 
20, 1993). to recruit and send their teachers to Peshawar for 
training. In the letters the qualification of the teachers and the 
requirements in - the course were explained to the concerned 
authorities. The facilities which were provided by SAB during the 
course were also stated in the, said letters. The starting date of 
the course was fixed April 5, 1993. 

On April 4 & 5, 1993 the trainees from three mentioned provinces 
of Afghanistan with the letters of introduction from the respected 
department arrived in TTC. After the registration there were: 

1. 10 teachers from Laghman province; 

2. 9 teachers from Kunar province; 

3. 15 teachers from Nangarhar; 

On the arrival of the teachers, we introduced them to the 
dormitory and provided them with all the materials needed in 
dormitory including beds. The rules and regulations of the 
dormitory as well as the ITC compass were discussed with them. 
Also for the sake of keeping records and get more information^

about their bac^jgrounds , qualification forms were filled by them. 
Then inorder to get homogeneous groups to make easier the learning 
and teaching process, the teachers were given a pre-coruse 
evaluation test. According to the results of the mentioned test • 
'they were divided into A and B groups. 

Since most of the trainees were untrained the test contained only 
the basic subjects of the primary school, such as Islamiat, 
languages, mathematics, science and geography. After grouping the 
trainees teaching aid materials alongwith stationaries needed in 
the course were distributed to them. Then the inauguration 
ceremony as usual started with the recitation of verses of holy 
Quran by Qazi M. Omer the teacher of Islamiat in TTC. Mr. Amir M. 
Ahmadi in his speech explained about the activities of the 
organization in the field of education, and the achievements which 
so far was attained by SAB. Afterwards the chairman of the 
session M. Karim underlined the importance of the course and 
explained the rules and regulations of the course together with 
the obligation of the trainees. At the end the staff of TTC were 
introduced to the trainees. 

By April 7, 1993 the teaching and learning process began in both 
classes. In the course there were 10 sufjects included 
professional subjects, subjects taught in primary school, and 
teaching practice. The above mentioned subjects were taught by 
TTC's staff in the following order: 

1. M. Omer was^ teaching Islamiat. 

2. M. Parviz was' teaching Pashto. 

3. Gul Ahmad was teaching Geography and Parsi. 

4. M. Alam was teaching Method and Psychology. 

5. M. Karim was teaching Math and Geometry. 

6. A. Ghani was teaching Science. 

7. Teaching practic^e was conducted by whole staff (team 
teaching) . ' 

The classes of the session started at 7:50 am and endfjd at 1:30 
pm, the span of every period was 40 minutes. The TTC staff tried 
to take into account the level and^^tandard of the ^kpowledge 
trainees had while presenting the pro'f essional subjects as well 
the subjects of the primary school. Each TTC teachers 4ihd taught 
the basic subjects of the primary level was teaching the contents 
along with the method of teaching of that particular subject in 
primary level considering the prevailing conditions in 
Afghanistan. The professional subjects taught in the course 
further reinforced the methodology used in teaching the basic 
subjects mentioned earlier. 

First week of the session as usual was allotted for the use of 
feltboard as a fruitful teaching aid in mathematics and Pushto 
language. The teacher of Pushto M. Parviz and the teacher of 
Mathematics M. Karim made their best efforts to show practically 
the importance and usefulness of this valuable teaching aids. 
The said teachers successfully transferred the required knowledge 
and skills of using it to the trainees. The trainees had learnt, 
that they could use it in proper time for proper purpose in 



elementary schoo^l classes. The trainees had learnt practically, 
when they intend to use feltboard, they have to prepare themselves 
very well in advance. Later on during the teaching practice the 
fruitfuln^s of the feltboard week could be easily observed. 



TEACHING PRACTICE 



According to the plan of the whole course the teaching practice 
was due to start during the second half of the course. Therefore 
M. Alam as professional subjects teacher tried his best to cover 
those parts of methodology and psychology on time to enable the 
trainees to proceed the teaching practice more effectively on due 
time. They had studied how to observe a lesson and what is the 
importance of lesson plan-^ and how to prepare a lesson plan and 
they got some idea about child development in different stages. 
Moreover before the starting of teaching practice Mr. Gul Ahmad 
Geography teacher M. Parviz Pushto teacher and M. Karim 
mathematics teacher in their turn had helped the trainees to 
prepare lesson plans in their respective subjects. Prior to the 
starting of teaching practice, trainees had gained certain 
required information and necessary skills related to the teaching. 
According to the plan it was started on iMay 3rd 1993 (3-10-24-29- 
31). On May 3rd, they were divided in to six groups, each under 
the guidance of a. TTC trainer observed two model lessons presented 
by the teachers of' the school in Kacha Gari camp. On remaining 
days of teaching practice every trainee was given an opportunity 
to teach a lesson independently. In other word each trainees had 
at least a chance to teach one model lesson and to observe 18 
model lessons. At the end of each model lesson there was a 
fruitful discussion rel£ited/*to the positive and negative points of 
the lesson presented. Evalilkti^n showed' a visible improvement in 
the ways and style of their teachings. 

One could easily- notice that, the lessons which were presented by 
trainees in the last two weeks were more child centered than the 
ones in earlier weeks. • 

FIELD TRIP 



As it is clear a variety of teaching methods must be mastered and 
orchestrated by a competent teacher. Taking into account the fact 
TTC showed them practically the field trip method. In the past 
session, we had taken the trainees either to the Peshawar museum 
or to a factory on a Saturday in order to avoid the disturbance in 
the regular time table of the course but in this session, beside 
the museum they visited a factory as well. Before starting the 
field trip M. Alam method teacher prepared a form as a guide line 
for field trip. On May 10, 1993 (Saturday) our trainees visited 
the Peshawar museum, there a responsible person together with Gul 
Ahmad Geography teacher gave enough information about their 



questions at the end they were satisfied and quite happy of their 
observations. Then they were taken to a beverage factory by the 
name '*Kool it" there they were taken around the factory by the 
production manager and presented the necessary information for 
them, and he fairly responded to their questions. Our trainees 
showed keen interest to the production, shipping and marketing 
procedure of the factory. 

FINAL EXAMINATION 

Evaluation in the classroom is inescapable. As a professional 
person, the teacher is charged with the responsibility of 
promoting the intellectual, social and emotional growth of his 
pupils. Such a task requires that he should plan the work and 
activities of the classroogi in the light of his knowledge of the 
progress and attainment of each of the pupils under his care. Such 
knowledge necessarily requires continuous acts of evaluation on 
the part of the teacher. Therefore, when the assigned programme 
according to the plan was completed, the final exam started on 
June 5, 1993 and lasted on June 14, 1993. Every? trainer prepared 
an exam paper for his subject, which contained both objective and 
subjective questions. For every paper the trainees had 120 min. to 
solve the problem and expressed their views. Then the exam paper 
were scored by the respective teacher. At the end of exam the 
scores were processed and analyzed by the chairman of the course. 
You can find the final result attached with this report. If one 
compare the result of pre-test evaluation and final exam a 
significant positive change can be observed. In order to 
communicate the result of exam to the concerned authorities the 
scores of every individual trainee was transferred to his 
certificate. 



GRADUATION CEREMONY

The graduation ceremony of 23rd sessfdti scheduled to he' held on 
June 16, 1993. Before the mentioned date all activitiei^ regarding 
to the course according to the plan were smoothly completed i.e. 
the certificates were prepared and were ready for distribution to 
those who successfully completed the course. The teaching 
materials which were due to be given after the completion of the 
course were arranged in separate packets for every individual 
graduated teacher, the list of these mal^erials is attached with 
this report. 

The first speaker was Amir M. Ahmadi Pedagogic director of 
TTC/PMT. He reviewed the content of the course and high lighted 
upon the requirements and skills that a competent teacher should 
possess. He further added that TTC trains Afghan teachers 
according to the needs and cultural backgrounds of our society. He 
also appreciated the helps of SOS/PG*BELG I UM Solidarity 
Afghanistan and CEC in this direction. 



Another speaker was M. Karim Hanifi representing the TTC staff. He 
cast light on the usefulness of the TTC programme and successful 
implementation of the programme by the positive and active 
participation of the trainees. In his address he said that the 
Afghan people will never forget this humanitarian help extended to 
Afghan people. He on behalf of his colleagues thanked the Belgium 
government and the people of Belgium and CEC in such time, when we 
were in need to be helped. In one part of his address he 
emphasized, that it does not fulfill the aims and objectives of 
the programme, that you (graduates) take these teaching materials, 
or even certificate of the course. The actual goals of this 
programme is to implement whatever knowledge and skills you had 
learnt here, in order to teach and train your pupils for their 
bright future and he also promised the possible assistants of TTC 
staff in the future to them. 

The next speaker was Mr. Yasinullh one of the graduates, who 
explained the significant importance of teacher training 
programmes specially for our war torn country in this crossection 
of time. He positively evaluated the outcome of the course and 
expressed his gratitude on behalf of his coliieagues for the 
efforts of TTC staff regarding their training achieved. 

In the meantime on behalf of his colleagues he promised they would 
implement what they had learnt here in TTC. In the same time he 
urged his colleagues to fulfill their obligation properly in their 
respective schools. . 

Then the certificates were awarded to the graduates by Amir M. 
Ahmadi and the staff of TTC. 

After the refreshment, the packet of teaching materials alongwith 
the set of feltboard wer§ disitr^buted to> graduates.
